Senator Wolcott of Colorado is in 


bad standing with his constituents be- 
caaae he deserted them at the decisive 
moment and went into the gold camp. 
Be is now attempting to gain the favcr 
Of the people of his State by inaugurat- 
ing a movement for the restoration of 
silver by international agreement 
He 


ia preparing a plan to submit to the 
Senate after the holidays and made a 
pilgrimage to Canton to confer \vith 
Major McKinley on the subject. 


Five international 
monetary con- 


ferences have been held, none of which 
Bccoinplished anything for silver. The 
first was called by France in 1867, the 
United States and eighteen of the prin- 
cipal nations of Europe being repre- 
gented. The conference, with the ex- 
ception of the Netherlands, declared 
for the single gold standard and re- 
ferred the subject to tho several na- 
tions represented and adjourned. The 
second was called by the United_ States 
Coagress anj^twelve countries were 
represented, Germany and other Stales 
declining to send delegates. The con- 
ference adjourned without arriving at 
any definite conclusion. Tbe third was 
called jointly by the United States and 
France and met in Paris in 1881. Ex- 
Senator \V. M. Evarts in behalf of tbe 
United States and France presented a 
declaration that the depression and 
fluctuation of the value of silver rela- 
tively to gold are injurious to com- 
merce and general prosperity; tbat a 
bimetallic convention between an im- 
portant group of States for tbe fue 
coinage of gold and silver at a fived 
ratio and with full legal tender faculty 
would cause and maintain a stability in 
the relative value of the two metals; 
that any ratio now or lately in us-e by a 
commercial 
nation, if 
so adopted, 


could l"> maintained, bnt that the 
adoption of the ratio of 15}i to 1 would 
accomplish tbe same object with les>s 
disturbance to existing monetary sys- 
tems; that a convention 
including 


.England, France, Germany and the 
United States would be adequate to 
produce and maintain throughout tbe 
commercial world any relation between 
the two melals that such convention 
should adopt. 
The conference ad- 


journed without result, and nevei reas- 
sembled. 


4 
The fourth conference assembled in 


Washington in 1889, the several Amer- 
ican republics being represented. Tbe 
delegates, except those from tne United 


* States, agreed upon the adoption of a 


common coin which should be a legal 
tender in trade between American na- 
tions. The conference adjourned until 
1891, and when it reassembled the dele- 
gates from the United States, as before 
refused to agree to the adoption of a 
common coin. 


The fifth and last conference was 


called by the United States for the 
purpose of devising means to increase 
the nsa of silver as money. It met nt 
Brussels in 1892, twenty nations being 
represented. It was announced tbat 
England, while not prepared to open 
bar mints to the coinage of silver, ap- 
peared willing to accept a policy in 
conjunction with other nations which 
would secure a stable value to silver 
A recess was agreed upon to submit 
the plans proposed to the governments 
participating, bnt the conference never 
reassembled. 


This is briefly the experience of the 


United States with monetary confer- 
ences. Five of them have been held, 
bnt nothing was accomplished. As 
Gladstone said, England is a creditor 
nation, and it wants its inteiest pay- 
able in gold, so that it can buy the 
products of other nations at the lowest 
prices, and it is not likely to change its 
monetary system, which it finds so 
profitable, to oblige Senator Wolcott or 
anybody else. Possibly it another in- 
ternational 
monetary 
conference is 


held it may be more successful than 
the others in increasing tbe USP of sil- 
ver as money, but in any event it can- 
not accomplish less. 


Mr. McKinley is pledged by the St. 


Louis platform to maintain the present 
gold standard until silver is restored 
by international agreement, and Eng- 
land, knowning that, will not be dis- 
posed to favor free coinage. Its bond- 
holders contributed liberally to Mr. 
Banna's campaign fund, which is con- 
clusive evidence that they are opposed 
to a bimetallic standard.

A Simple Pii'iflei. 


The air of n loom may be purified in 


two hours by setting inside of it a wide- 
mouthed pitcher filled with pure cold 
water. In three hours at most it will 
have absorbed all the respired gases in 
the room, leaving the air purer by that 
much, but the water will be too filthy 
to use. if one but knew and could see 
what it has taken in. It is estimated 
that a common pailful of ice-cold wafer 
will absorb in six hours one quart of 
carbonic acid and several pints of am- 
monia from tho air. For the purpose 
of purifying the air the water is all 
right, but don't use it to wash in or to 
drink. For those purposes use fresh 
water, just drawn, or use from vessels 
that are always covered either by metal 
or china, or by several folds of cloth, 
like a clean towel. Care in the use of 
drinking water would avert many ca- 
lamities, such as typhoid and other 
malairial fevers.
